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Community asks council to return to hiring process 
for police chief — and choose a local policeman 


Following Mayor Clem Bartolai’s report 
concerning the method in which Sierra Madre 
City Council is attempting to hire a police chief 
(shown as a guest editorial, beginning on page , 
2), several residents at Tuesday night’s council 
meeting asked that the governing body reconsider 
the process and give one of the local sergeants 
another chance. 

"They have a better sense of the heartbeat of 
the town," said Larry Twedell which he wrote 
under the auspices of the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team. He went one step further and 
asked that they choose Sgl. Chris Christensen for 
the job of police chief. 

John Holcombe pointed to the sergeants’ 


"valuable years of experience" and asked if the 
test which all candjdates took was a "big city 
test"? He said, "These men understand our 
needs." . __ 

Miner Harkness said, "The local police of¬ 
ficers know our children. They keep in touch... 
The position should be given to an officer on the 
department. One of the sergeants has had 28 
years of experience, one, 25 years, and another 
22 years. Tliat’s 75 years of experience. We all 
know them. They know us in our community. I 
disagree 100 percent that they’re not qualified for 
the position...There’s too much emphasis on a 
BA degree, an MBA, a War College graduate." 

Pete Pierson said he "firmly believes" that 


every officer on the Sierra Madre Police Force 
"should be able to l6ok at a fellow policeman and 
say, ‘I do my job well, with alacrity and dis¬ 
patch.’ If not, he will float along and leave Sierra 
Madre..."Give these guys a chance to move up in 
our department." 

Lew Watanabe talked about an earlier pro¬ 
gram called Drug Alert and how he and several 
members of the police department had worked to¬ 
gether with youth of the community.. "It would be 
demoralizing for Sgt. Christensen that after 29 
years, with the respect of the community, ^e 
would not be chosen." 

Frank Van Dongen said that not choosing an 
officer on staff would be difficult on the morale. 


"People in Sierra Madre would like to see one of 
our own become police chief." 

Danny Osti agreed that it was "important to 
choose one of our locals." 

William McKernan called Sgt. Christensen a 
"gentleman" because when he saw McKernan on 
the day that he was eliminated from the chief job.

The setting may as 
well have been Buck¬ 
ingham Palace as the 
kitchen staff at Sierra 
Madre’s British Home, 
Ltd., served up a sump¬ 
tuous feast of roast beef 
and Yorkshire pudding 
to fete the l^h birth¬ 
day of Ruby Myrtle" 
Gray Howat, Dec. 7. 
Flanked by the home’s 
executive staff and 
fellow residents, Howat 
entered enthusiastically 
into her 101st year. Her 
accent is Scottish. 

"I think it’s going to 
be fun!" Howat remarks 
fearlessly. No great 
wonder. This pioneer 
has chatted with the 
Queen of England, seen 
most of the world, and 
'now chooses to live on 
the Pacific Coast, miles 
apart from family and 
native Scotland. 

"Nothing really 
frightens me," she says, 
calmly, recollecting the 
Sierra Madre Earth¬ 
quake which failed to 
faze her significantly. 
"It nearly knocked me 
over," she admits,"but I 


hung onto something so 
it didn’t fall over." 

Howat says she "did¬ 
n’t want any fanfare" in 
the celebration of her 
100th. For her, the true 
excitement came in 
1916, when at the age 
of 33, she landed in 
America. To be sure, 
her initial impressions ^ 
were not entirely glow- : 
ing: "I thought New ' 
York City was the 
dirtiest city I’d ever 
seen!" 

Since her earliest 
years in Edinburgh, 
Howat has covered 
much of the globe, typ¬ 
ically "wandering a- 
round and visiting 
friends here and there." 
Her adventures have in¬ 
cluded 20 years living 
in Haiti, a household on 
the French Riviera, and 
a grand tour of Africa. 

For the last 20 years, 
Howat has based herself 
at The British Home,, 
Ltd., a residence she 
learned about through a 
cousin who had been 
active in a British Home 
in New York. Marie 
Brown, administrator of 


the residence, is im¬ 
pressed enough with 
Howat’s longevity that 
she is making it public. 

(It was essential, 
however, than an inter¬ 
view be scheduled so as 
not to interfere with 4 
p.m. tea.) 

Howat says she has 
niixed feelings about 
certain members of the 
Royal Family, with the 
exception of the Queen. 


As for Charles and 
Diana, "I don’t know 
what to think about 
them," Howat aimoun- 
ces, petting her constant 
companion, a green- 
eyed cat, "Gretchen." 

"She follows Ruby- 
around like a dog," 
Brown remarks of the. 
cat 

"1 like the Queen very 
much," she explains. "1 
chatted with her when 
she came here."

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Concerning selection 
process within

The following is a guest editorial by 
Mayor Clem Bartolai to give the communi¬ 
ty some idea of how the chi^ of police is 
chosen. The Mayor presented this infor¬ 
mation in his report on Tuesday, Feb. 8, 
at the City Council meeting. Ed. 


My comments this evening are meant 
to convey precisely the actions taken by 
the City Council and our administration in 
our efforts to recruit a Chief of Police. In 
so doing, it is my intention to dispel rum¬ 
ors and correct misinformation and inac¬ 
curacies that have been circulating by 
some individuals in the city. The result of 
this erroneous information has cast doubts 
on the selection process and created an 
uneasiness about the eventual outcome. 

The selection process to the uninform¬ 
ed or to those unfamiliar with the inner- 
workings of our Police Department have 
tended to equate this with a very simple 
undertaking, easily resolved by appointing 
someone within the department with the 
greatest tenure. This at best is an oversim¬ 
plification and by and in itself would be 
patently unfair and could be in violation 
of certain personnel rules and regulations. 
It would also open the specter of the City 
Council playing favorites or being arbi¬ 
trary in a decision that would be viewed 
as purely political. 

At the outset of the council’s delibera¬ 
tions to determine a recruitment strategy 
and course of action, three points became 
readily apparent: 

1) We were determined to find the 
best qualified and suitable candidate for 
the position. 

2) We were determined that the selec¬ 
tion process be absolutely fair and impar¬ 
tial. 

3) We wanted to recruit from both in¬ 
side and outside the Sierra Madre Police 
I Department. 


Interim Police Chief 

First, we hired an interim police chief 
to ensure continued leadership during the 
transition and to review department opera¬ 
tions and implement improvements as

e It is with great sadness that I report the 
death of a long-time friend, Patty Murphy, 
whom I have known all my life. Not only 
was she an everyday friend, but she was a 
special friend during a travail which I had 
during the last three years. She stood by me 
because she had known me all of my life 
and believed in me. 

That’s friendship. 

Patty and I shared many secrets and 
special wishes and thoughts. We traveled in 
the same circle of friends, had the same 
Midwestern background. She would have 
been a year older than I in March. 

Her funeral is being held on my birth¬ 
day, and because of the crunch of work, I 
cannot attend. That wouldn’t have mattered 
to her. What mattered was the fun we had 
as kids, as college women, as adults out in 
the world. 

Patty and I shared one love: dancing. 
During college, we would attend a Tuesday ' 
night "Hour Dance" at which we always 
preferred to go "stag" because it was fun to 
be able to dance with everyone instead of 
being limited to one partner. 

A tall, blond newcomer from Norfolk 
had recently come to the college, and I was 
looking at him out of the corner of my eye. 
At one of the hour dances he asked me for a 
date and I was deciding whether "br not I’d 
go with him. Patty said, "If you don’t go. 

I’m going out for him." That was enough 
for me. I told him I’d go on a date with 
him. I ended up marrying him. Patty and I ’ 
always agreed that we had someone in com- *- 
mon: Don. 

Patty had a lot more courage than I. 

When she was in college, her dentist in¬ 
formed her that she would need full den¬ 
tures. She had all of her teeth removed and 
the dentures placed over the stitches at the 
same time. TTiat evening, our "gang" of 
girls went to a movie. She insisted on going 
along as if nothing were wrong. Only I 
knew what pain she must have been experi¬ 
encing. That’s courage. 

When she was two years out of college, 
she decided to move to California. We all 
shook our heads in wonder as she waved 
good-bye to us, packed her lunch, hopped 
on a train and sped to glorious California. 

She obtained a job at Lockheed and moved 
. up the ranks from a secretary into a highly ' 
skilled management position. She retired 
after 42 years with Lockheed just as her 
health began to deteriorate late last year. 

She died Feb. 3 after having suffered an 
incurable and extremely rare disease which 
afflicts the physical body but not the mind. 
Patty’s sharp and clever mind was with her 
through the very worst of her illness. 

Even then her courage didn’t falter. We 
say good-bye to her this week but not to that 
indomitable spirit that epitomized Patty.

Out and About

I w^ asked rerently to define the term 
temperament and ^rsonality...and what, if 
anything, differentiated them. In getting into 
this, I think TlUshare it with all of you. It has 
to do with the way we live our lives. 


To begin, defining personality is, appar¬ 
ently, something many people Jiave attempted 
to do. Gordon Allport, a psychologist of some 
repute, described and classified over 50 dif¬ 
ferent definitions of the term. He boiled down 
the mass...or mess...into this: Personality is 
"...what a man (or woman) really is." Not too 
precise, is it. But he went further... personali¬ 
ty is "...what lies behind specific acts." What 
he is saying here is that personality is a very 
real entity within us. Personality is refeired to 
a^ a psychophysical system which means that 
both the mind and body elements must be 
weighed when studying personality. The inter¬ 
action of these two elements determine char¬ 
acteristic behavior and thought. 

The nasty part of Allport’s revelations is 
that our personalities are comprised of "deter¬ 
mining tendencies" which, when aroused. 


cause us to do things or say things, that reveal 
our true natures. 

Now, getting to the question;;.how does" 
temperament fit in? Temperament, like intelli¬ 
gence, is the raw material out of which per¬ 
sonality is molded. One’s temperament is part 
of his emotional nature (i.e., a susceptibility 
to emotional arousal, persistent mood states or 
noticeable fluctuations in mood). You might 
say, temperament is one’s "reactive disposi¬ 
tion. " 

Some of the other "biggies" in the psych 
field had this to say about personality: 

Cattell: "...that which permits a predic¬ 
tion df what a person will do in a given 
situation." 

Freud: "...the integration of the id, the 
ego, and the superego." (Thanks a bunch). 

Adler: ".. .a style or characteristic manner 
of responding to life’s problems, including 
life’s goals." 

And, finally, some theorists have argued 
that temperament is the core of personality. 
Sorry, 1 didn’t make that up. Have a nice 
temperament. 
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^Gimme that old time prescription...’

Last time we were talking about early 
day healthcare. Here are some more reminis¬ 
cences. 

One illness was held in dread, and it 
happened all too often. The cold, raw winter 
weather of the Upper Mississippi was conduc¬ 
ive to bad colds, and sometimes led to pneu¬ 
monia. This, in a day innocent of antibiotics, 
was not to be taken lightly. My oldest brother 
had a severe bout with pneumonia and I still 
remember the hushed, worried atmosphere. 
The doctor came daily with his powders and 
pills, but something called "Denver Mud" 
seemed to be in constant use. This pinkish- 
grey goo was rubbed on Frank’s chest every 
day. How much good it did is debatable, but 
Frank did get well and grew into a young gi¬ 
ant. 

There was a certain mishap, not an ill¬ 
ness, that was encountered all too frequently. 
The dusty streets of our village contained a 
great many horseshoe nails, dropped from the 
iron shoes of generations or horses who had 
clip-clopped down through the years. The 
square, blunt-pointed wrought iron nails made 
a nasty wound when Z barefooted boy stepped 


on one. There was an added worry, because 
it was commonly assumed that the by-product 
of horses found in the dust was a prime 
source of tetanus, then called lockjaw, 
something to be dreaded. In my growing up 
years I had the misfortune to step on a nail 
several times, and the treatment was always 
the same. 

I hobbled to the back door where Mama 
took over. First the foot was washed with yel¬ 
low soap, and then the ragged hole was boil¬ 
ed out with peroxide. Then came the heroic 
part of the first aid. Pure turpentine was 
poured directly into the puncture. It must have 
been tough on any germs in the wound. After 
that, a piece of fat bacon, the fatter and saltier 
the better, was held on by a bandage tied with 
rag strips. Our bandages were made from old 
bedsheets that had been boiled and then dried 
in the hot summer sun. 

The next morning the bandage was re¬ 
moved and the wound was always found to be 
open, pink and clean, with no sign of infec¬ 
tion. Fat and salt had performed their own 
peculiar miracle. Further treatment consisted 
of a clean bandage each day, and combined 
with the resilience of youth, I was soon walk¬ 
ing on two good feet. By modem standards 
the treatment was crude, but it worked.

Dear Dr. Tami, 


I have a cocko* spaniel who is constantly develop¬ 
ing ear infections. What causes them and js there 
any thing I can do to prevent them? 

Unfortunately, any floppy eared dog is more prone 
to developing ear mfeebons. Since the ear CMal is 
"L" shaped in dogs, moisture, wax and bactena^e 
more easily trappy deep inside the cmal. The 
floppy ear tenefe to hold moisture m u«tead of 
letting it dry out allowing a healthy environment 
for yeast and bacteria to grow. Once an infection 
is diagnosed, it should be treated promptly and 
aggressively. Telltale signs of an iraection are an 
i Sfbitnftd ear flap, a malodorous canal, excessive 
s criiif hing at the ear and head shaking. A veteri¬ 
narian can examine the canal with an otoscope for 
foreign bodies (Eg. foxtails) and evaluate the 
eardrum. A smear cJthe discharge may be stamed 
and examined to determine if mere is biwtena, 
yeast, mites or a combination of them causmg the 
infection. Treatment usually consists of topical 
antibiotic and then an ear cleaner to remove debns. 
Oral antibiotics may or may not be used depending 
on the severity of the infection. Once the infection 
is resolved it is important to keep the ear cmal

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City Council hears 
about system for 
reconstructing 
streets 

Robert Sandwick, at the last City Council 
meeting, told councilmembers that his Pave¬ 
ment Management System proposal, which 
would cost $5600, funded by Proposition C, 
is a study of the roadway network in Sierra 
Madre. Its information relays the existing 
conditioti of the streets and makes recommen¬ 
dations for projects that should be selected 
and the treatments that should be applied to 
city streets. 

"It is a tool to determine the proper main¬ 
tenance for asphalt in the city and how to 
budget properly, and we would review block 
by block and provide the inventory...It’s 
computer-driven and can be updated annual¬ 
ly," Sandwick told the Council. 

"Sierra Madre streets are fairly good. 
They don’t require any construction; however, 
there are some pretty bad sections on Orange 
Grove," he explained. "We have the best 
grade aggregate (from the San Gabriel River) 
than most of the rest of the nation. It produces 
a high grade of cement," Sandwick continued. 

A few of the statistics he produced were 
the length of streets, the widths, the pavement 
condition, how much it would take to rehabili¬ 
tate the surfaces of those streets. 

Pavement Management System should be 
updated every two years. The initial Pavement 
Management System study is funded by Prop¬ 
osition C; however, future updates and re¬ 
views may be funded on a 50 percent basis. 

The City Council on July 13, 1993, a- 
warded Pavement Management System the 
proposal. The^challenge to the staff now is tQ 
address the financial impact and "devise inno¬ 
vate approaches to capital improvement fund¬ 
ing," said the council. 

A rough estimate would be $1.3 million to 
do all the streets at a time or to spread the 
wofk over five years.

The candidates’ combined scores from 
the first interview and the written exam 
determined which of the top candidates 
would receive further consideration for 
appointment. It was at this stage that 
Sierra Madre’s three sergeants were elim¬ 
inated from further consideration based on 
their total overall scores from both the 
oral interview and the written exam. The 
results of the "in-basket" assessment 
which clearly delineates strengths and 
weaknesses were provided to the Sierra 
Madre candidates to be utilized as a fur¬ 
ther career development tool.
